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Two Pinned In Wrecked Car 


A one car accident Monday 
afternoon pinned two men ‘in 
the wreckage and caused 
rescuers some harried moments 
as bleeding wounds and 
victims pleading for help 
blended with the smell and 
sight of leaking gasoline in the 
confinds of thick trees and 
brush and a ground protected 
by a cover of dry, dead leaves 
and pine straw. 

Charlie Barrentine and 
John B. McLaney were’ the two 
Occupants of the car when it 


left the road and overturned on 
Highway 125 (Brundidge High- 
way) Monday afternoon about 
3:17. Witnesses reported they 
were traveling toward Elba at a 
high rate of speed. 

Elba policeman Pete 
Daughtery removed his gun 
belt and crawled into the car to 
check the bleeding from the 
head of one of the trapped 
men. He then broke out the 


windshield from the inside:and . 


assisted in removing the man 
from the car. 


The other man, McLaney, 
was pinned with his legs 
outside the car and his legs 
between the car and a stump. 

In spite of fears the men 
were seriously hurt, Barrentine 
was treated and released while 
McLaney suffered a bad cut on 
his leg and was admitted but 
suffered no broken bones. 


State Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth charged Barrantine with 
DWI and McLaney with High- 
way Intoxication.

Later in the day a meetin 
was held in Enterprise 
police departments mapping 
their plans to assist with any 
emergencies that might arise. 

Schools in Elba and Coffee 
County were canceled for 
Thursday in anticipation of the 
worst of the storm being in the 
area during the day.

Two Hurt In 
Flash Fire 


Incident 


Mike Smith and Jerry 
Bowers were admitted to the 
Elba General Hospital early 
Wednesday morning suffering 
from extensive burns after a 
flash fire while one of the men 
was reportedly working on a 
defective fuel pump in a truck. 
The two men are employed by 
Conagra. They were rushed to 
the Elba General Hospital by a 
unit of the Brantley Rescue 
Squad. 

Both suffered extensive 
burns over the upper part of 
their body but had not been 
transfered to burn centers at 
press time. 
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The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular session 
on Monday, September 10, in a 
packed commission room at the’ 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
Commissioner Bennie Beckham 
tell the county attorneys: ‘‘I 
will look to you to keep us out 
of jail. I've never been in jail 
and I don't hope to go!’’ 


Commissioner Beckham 
was referring to the recent 
Grand Jury mandate which 
stated the ‘‘county commission 
make immediate preparations 
to either construct a new jail in 
Elba or improve the present 
facility so that it will concur 
with all federal regulations 
stated in recent court rulings."’ 
The Grant Jury report also 
stated ‘‘On December 3, 1979, 
the Grand Jury will reconvene 
.... and, if no work has been 
done in remedying the situa- 
tion, we, the Grand Jury, will 
return indictments against each 
member of the county commis- 
sion and Probate Judge James 
Sawyer.”’ 


Sheriff Brice Paul was 
openly critical of television 
reports concerning the jail, and 
said, ‘‘I am upset with WSFA- 
TV in Montgomery. They 
were in town last week to do a 
feature on the jail, but when 
the report was aired, the film 
shown was several months old. 
They used shots that were not 
up to date. We've done $9,000 
worth of repairs since the old 
film was made!’’ 


“We are always glad to 
have news coverage,’’ stated 
Commissioner m, ‘but I 
do object to the fact the news 
media knew of the Grand Jury 
report before we did. We are 
supposed to be County 
Fathers, and we should have 
had the courtesy to know of the 
report first. As far as the jail 
is concerned, at this time I 
don’t know what to do.”” 


“I'd like for the county 
attorney to advise us what we 
should do,’’ said Commissioner 
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Jack Hornsby. 

“The Grand Jury is sup- 
posed to meet in secret,"’ 
stated County Attorney Warren 
Rowe, ‘‘and I don’t know how 
the report got out so fast. My 
office is doing research in the 
matter, but it will take 2 or 3 
weeks. I can’t give you an 
answer today. The way I 
understand it is that by Dec- 
ember 3, the Grand Jury wants 
a new jail sitting over there! I 
will ask for an Attorney Gen- 
eral’s opinion on the matter.’’ 

**We want to do what is in 
the best interest of Coffee 
County,’’ added Beckham, 
“‘and I will look to you (Rowe) 
to keep us out of jail. I've 
never been to jail and I don’t 
hope to go,”” 

“This is something we're 
not taking lightly,’”’ said Pro- 
bate Judge James Sawyer. 
“This is a serious thing, and 
an indictment is a_ serious 
thing. We wil! ask our attor- 
neys to look into the matter 
and advise us on what to do.” 

Sheriff Paul, § meanwhile, 
was still upset with WSFA-TV, 
and said, ‘‘We’ve all been 
working long and hard to 
improve conditions, and then 
they show ‘a film on TV that is 
six months old. I don’t feel 
that gave a fair showing of 
present conditions at the jail. I 
rs upset, and don’t think it is 

ir!’’ 


In closing, Judge Sawyer 
stated, ‘‘We've a committee 
that works with the sheriff on 
improving conditions at the 
jail, and they will continue to 
do this.”’ 


Mr. Ralph Medley met with 
the commission and stated, 
“I've never been to a meeting 
before, but I have a complaint. 
The ditches along the road 
near my farm are grown-up, 
and they create blind spots. I 
recently had a wreck because 
of the weeds blocking the view 
around a curve and did $1700 
damage to my truck. I would 
like for something to be done.”’ 
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The Commission agreed to 
look at the road and discuss 
clearing the ditches. 


Mr. James Kelley, of the 
Zoar Community, complained 
that ‘‘the county put a road 
through my property, and it 
doesn’t have the right-of-way. 
Legally and morally we have 
the right toa reasonable 
amount of compensation. They 
didn't even have a right to put 
in the road, It’s against the law 
to do work on private property 
and the county did work on my 
land. We could still sue, but 
all we want is a fair settle- 
ment,”’ 


The matter seemed com- 
plicated and reportedly started 
when a family member that did 
not have a legal right, signed 
papers okaying the county to 
pave the road. The matter was 
turned over to the county 
attorneys. 


Judge Gary McAliley told 
the Commission it must ap- 
prove a raise to be given to 
Mr. Blair, a juvenile officer. 
Blair is reportedly the lowest- 
paid juvenile officer in the 
state by $200 a month, and the 
legislature recently okayed a 
raise. Judge McAliley stated 
the new salary would be $1100 
a month, and told the Commis- 
sion it would be covered by the 
state and the court system. All 
the county would have to pay 
is $350 a month. The Com- 
mission approved the raise 
unanimously. 

Judge Sawyer told the 
Commission:

***the jail report was in, and 
everything seemed to be in 
good shape as far as fire 
hazards are concerned;

make known any important 
local legislation; 

***they were invited to attend 
an Emergency Medical Ser- 
vices conference; 

**%and, that a one-day com- 
puter workshop will be held in 
Andalusia on September 20. 


Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston also addressed the 
Commission and stated: 
**%they needed to borrow 
$2,574 to pay for property 
appraisal work done by Coston 
Barlow. (Commission approved 
request); 

***that bids on pest control 
service on county buildings

needed to be sent out; - 
***an estimated $105,000 


would be coming to the county 
in Revenue Sharing funds (will 
be used in Public Safety); 

***_ contract needed to be 
signed for tax mapping with 
Rolland Roberts in the amount 
of $21,750 (Commission ap- 
proved), 


The final action was to pay 
bills, which included a $5, 
payment to the legal firm of 
Rowe, Rowe and Sawyer for 
additional fees, a $41 bill for 
an Enterprise City directory for 
the probate judge, and a $41 
bill for an identical directory 
for the sheriff.

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DEACONS

The town of Kinston is located in the extreme southwest 
corner of Coffee County, Alabama. It is situated in a progressive 
farming area, and is beginning to attract industry. The people 
have a wonderful community spirit and take great pride in their 
homes, schools and churches. 


The area was settled well over a hundred years ago. The land 
was covered with long-leaf pine and other timber, and logs were 
used for building many homes and other buildings in the section. 
A number of these are still standing and a few are still occupied, 


The first Post Office of which we have record was called 
“*Cross Trails.’’ It was located at Travis Bedsole’s gtist mill on 
Cripple Creek, and this site is now in the corporate limits of 
Kinston. Later the Post Office was moved and the village went 
by the name of Boonestown for a time. Still later, the post office 
was given the name, ‘‘Pink,"’ it is said, in honor of the wife of L. 
R. Hickman, who was known as ‘‘Pinkie.”’ Finally the name was 
changed to Kinston, which it bears today. 


What is now the First Baptist Church of Kinston grew out of 
the old Pilgrim's Rest Church, which was located about two miles 
east of Kinston. Around 1968, Mr. Daniel Bedsole, who was then 
88 years of age, told this writer that what is now the Kinston 
Church, was started ‘‘as an arm of the Pilgrim's Rest Church."’ 


The old Pilgrim’s Rest Cemetery is still used, though a good 
many years ago the church was moved a few miles to the Lowery 
Community in Geneva County. Some years ago a building was 
erected at the old cemetery for funerals and memorial services. 


The cemetery is now generally known as the ‘‘Harrison 
Cemetery,’’ named for a pioneer settler who may have been one 
of the founders of the church. He is buried in a masonary tomb 
above the ground. Vandals have broken into the tomb several 
times in search of valuables. 


The church at Pink was called Union Baptist Church for a 
number of years after it was organized in 1902. About June or 
July of 1925 the name was changed to Kinston Baptist Church, 
and later to the First Baptist Church of Kinston. 


The first pastor of whom we have record was a Rev. Martin, 
most likely the first pastor. He was followed by Rev. J. W. 
Brooks, or Jud Brooks, and J. F. Register. The schoolhouse was 
used for services for some time. The first building was located 
across the street, south of the present cemetery. The lot was 
secured from Frank Sanson for fifty dollars. This property was 
later swapped to Will Grimes for the present location. 


Union Church was admitted te “ne Sardis Baptist Association 
in the annual meeting at Alt ston on October 4, 1902. 
Messengers from Union were F.:. Harrison, C. Lee, and M.A. 
Helms. The church reported a membership of 15, with J.W. 
Brooks as pastor, and Frank Harris as clerk. Evidence indicates 


that the name should be Frank Harrison. 


Among other early pastors were J.M. Moore, T.C. 
McDurmont, C.T. Culpepper, G.Anderson and C.O. Helms. 


Union Church withdrew from the Sardis Association on 
October 7, 1914, and was admitted to the Coffee County 
Association in its annual meeting at Victoria on October 28 of the 
same year. 


One early item of interest is that on September 12, 1908, the 
church bought a parcel of land 100 by 150 feet in size as a 
“hitching ground’’ for horses, buggies and wagons, with the 
stipulation that no building be erected on the land. 


Other early pastors were W.J. Willis, S.D. McCormick) Dr. 
J.A. Lowery, who was probably on the faculty of the Baptist 
Collegiate Institute at Newton, B.F. Pierce, T.W. McKnight, 
W.V. Wallace, and J.L. Hogan. Hogan recently died at a very 
advanced age at Dozier. A Rev. R.W. Stuckey was called, but 
evidently did not accept the church. 


Several ministers have come from the membership of the 
Kinston Baptist Church. W.V. Wallace was ordained on August 
21, 1921. He served many churches in this area, and in other 
sections of Alabama. Charles Coon was ordained June 21, 1925. 
Others are Eugene Bess, son of Mr. and Mrs. Howard Bess of 
Kinston. He has served churches in Coffee County and in 
Georgia. Danny Hood was licensed by the church on December 
10, 1969, and Dewayne Seay licensed on April 21, 1974. There 
may have been others. 


Other early pastors include C.A. Johnson, P.C. Andrews, 
H.W. Beasley, T.G. Burgess, J.Bennett Murphy, and J.M. 
Blankenship. In more recent years the following have served as 
pastors: Floyd McLeod; H.C. Chance for three months: Robert 
Mallory; Jack Clark; L.A. Falkenberry; E.A. McGriff; and Don 
Bilbary, who is now a missionary in Latin America. 


Simon H. (Sam) Klinghagen, a native of Minnesota, was 
pastor for about five years, 1962 - 1967. He had been a member 
of the Evangelical Free Church (Swedish). Prior to coming to 
Alabama as a flight instructor at Ft. Rucker, he had served his 
church as pastor at Stanton, Nebraska. Also, he served two years 
as a missionary pilot in Peru, South America, and as pastor of a 
church at Tourna-Vists, Peru. He was killed in a plane crash 
near Dothan on February 4, 1967. At the Southern i 
Convention in Detroit, he had been elected technical advisor to 
the Southern Baptist *‘Flying Parsons.”’ 


Kinston went from quarter to half-time preaching when B.F. 
Pierce was pastor, and to full-time in October of 1950, under 
Floyd McLeod. 


There have been several additions to the building at the 
Present site. An educational building was erected in 1949-50.

The building committee was composed of Kobert Wise, Colbert 
Hy ose Bob Perry, Mrs. Johnnie Stephens and Mrs. 
Matthews. 


A nice brick pastorium was built in the spring and summer of 
1957 when E.A. McGriff was pastor, and the McGriffs moved into 
the new home in late summer or fall of that year. 


Among those who have served as church clerks ares Gus 
Helms, C.A. Anderson, A.B. Wise, C.C. Head, Frank Bedsole, 
W.F. Baker, J.F, Brunson, F.W. Wilson, Mrs. G.W. Clark, Tayla 
Wise, W.E. Russell, Robert Wise, E. Bell, A.J. Ward, H.B. 
Larkin, W.L. Stephens, Mrs. John Foster, Frank Harrison, J.C. 
Anderson, who served from around 1954 to 1972, having the 
longest tenure of office, about eighteen years. Other clerks were 
“Mrs. John Will Smith, Miss Dorothy Sanders, Jerry Kendrick, 
Mrs. Salle Childers, and possibly others. 


Among the deacons listed in the records are A.B. Wise, D.E. 
Forelines, MF. Newsome, T.N. Beall, Robert Wise, Curtis 
Goodin, Colbert Anderson, G.W. Clark, Bob L. Perry, Audie 
Clark, Howard Bess, Carey Thorn, Arthur Helms, Audie Ward 
and Jerry Brown.

In August of 1924, 39 members were added under the 
preaching of Rev. Bevis. Rev. J.D. Fuller preached in a revival 
in July of 1925, in which there were 52 additions by Baptism and 
12 by Transfer of Letter. 


In the summer of 1925 the church name was changed from 
UNION to Kinston Baptist Church, and in more recent years to 
the First Baptist Church of Kinston. 


Like other churches, Kinston suffered from the financial crisis 
of the early Thirties. At one time the Finance Committee called a 
meeting in the home of one of the members to try to devise plans 
for raising money. The balance in the church treasury had 
dwindled to SO cents. 


The present auditorium at Kinston appears to have been 
erected in 1912. It has been added to and remodeled several 
times and otherwise improved. The buildings now include a 
kitchen, fellowship hall and other facilities. Just this year 
(1979) six new class rooms were added, along with two additional 
restrooms and other improvements. Woodrow Pierce served as 
chairman of the Building Committee. The buildings have central 
heat, air conditioning. The auditorium is equipped with a 
baptistry, piano and organ and cushioned pews.

Under the leadership of Pastor Max Lisenby, the church 
carries on a ministry to the shut-ins of the community. The 
services are taped and carried to the homes of those who cannot 
attend the services on Sundays and other occasions.

Mrs. Lisenby is the former Euna V. Nail of - The Lisenbys 
have one living daughter, Relon, who is a Junior at Kinston High 
School, Another daughter, Debra, died in 1957 Their_ son.

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It was a different way of 
life in the south around the 
turn of the century. Folks 
were more accustomed to long, 
hard work and little in the way 
of entertainment. It was into 
this way of life that our Very 
Special Person was born Sep- 
tember 16, 1900. Meet the Sr. 
Citizen for the week of Sep- 
tember 13, 1979 - Mrs. Ora 
Lee Padgett - the sprightly 
matriarch of a well-known fam- 
ily of children here in Elba and 
the surrounding area. 

*‘Miss"’ Ora Lee is a petite 
lady with gray hair and a firm 
footstep. One can just sense 
the energy and spirit she 
possessed in her youth, and 
still possesses! In fact, in 
describing her mother, Martha 
Jean Davis had this to say 
about her- ‘Mama was 
ALWAYS very spry. She 
always had to be moving; she 
was very industrious - a very 
neat housekeeper. She be- 
lieved there was a place for 
everything, and it BETTER be 
there! She could do anything 
she set her mind to do."’ 


Miss Ora Lee is indeed 
quite an accomplished person. 
She sang and played the piano 
“by ear."’ She was the 
substitute church pianist at 


Cragford Baptist Church and’ 


played some at the Whitewater 
Baptist Church. She is a 
skilled seamstress, due to the 
fact she used to crochet by 
sight, and made some exquis- 
ite doilies. She also sewed by 
Sight, and by .ooking at the 
pictures in the Sears & Roe- 
buck catalog, she cut her own 
patterns and would ‘‘whip up’’ 
creations for her children and 
later, her grandchildren, which 
were duplicates of the ones in 
the catalog. Tatting (the art of 
making a netted type of lace) is 
also one of her sewing skills. 


All six of her children and 
13 grandchildren are the proud 
recipients of afghans and quilts 
which Miss Ora Lee has made 
and presented to them. Upon 
the marriage of each of her 
grandchildren, she gives them 
a quilt and an afghan. Miss 
Ora Lee is fond of saying, “‘If 
you make one quilt a winter, 
you will never be without 
them, or give out.’’ 


Let’s find out something 
about the early part of Miss 
Ora Lee's life now. She was 
one of six children born to J.R. 
and Ella Walker Strickland in 
the little settlement of Crag- 
ford in Clay County. Cragford 
is located near Lineville, Ala- 
bama. She lived there all her 
life until her marriage. Her 
father was a farmer, and they 
also grew apples; and Miss 
Ora Lee can remember deer 
coming out of the woods and 
eating the apples off the trees. 


The parents died very 
young, and left the six child- 
ren, including the last-born, 
who was a mere babe-in-arms 
at the time of their deaths. The 
five older children, and espec- 
ially Miss Ora Lee, as she was 
the one born before him, 


remembers WELL washing the 
family’s clothes in the wash 
pot; breaking the ice in a 
stream or creek to get water; 
making the soap they used 
(she said about the 

they bought was sugar -- that 
is what you call almost COM- 
PLETELY self-reliant and suffi- 
cient, right, folks?); and shear- 
ing the sheep, to make the 
wool for their clothes and such.

MRS. ORA LEE PADGETT 
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Ora Lee wed Henry Grady 
Padgett, also of Clay County. 
He was a farmer; and asked 
how in the world they got to 
Coffee County all the way from 
Clay County, we were told Mr. 
Padgett said, ‘‘I'd love to plow 
a field without having to stop 
and pick up rocks from the 
soil! And, along about that 
time, there was a large exodus 
to the southern part of the 
state, and so I joined it, and 
found myself in Coffee 
County.”’ On first arriving in 
Coffee County, they settled 
near New Brockton; then 
moved to what was then known 
as Piney Woods, located some- 
where near Victoria; and from 
there they came to Elba, where 
they lived in a house on Smith 
Avenue, in which Miss Ora Lee 
lived until coming to the nurs- 
ing home, and in which her 
youngest daughter, Martha 
Jean, now lives. 


On their arrival in Coffee 
County, Mr. Padgett farmed 
for a short while, then began 
his long association with Dor- 
sey Trailers, until his retire- 
ment from there in 1967. He 
began working for them when 
they first started and were 
located where the Western 
Auto store is now located 
downtown, How many of y’all 
remember back THAT far??!! 
This was during the years of 
the Great Depression, and 
those of you who lived through 
them KNOW how bad and sad 
they were! 


Mr. and Mrs. Padgett cele- 
brated their Golden Wedding 
anniversary in October of 1968, 
and were married 52 years 
before his death on Father's 
Day, June, 1970. 


The Padgetts were parents 
of six children. They are: 
James Jewel, who married the 
former Velma Williams of And- 
alusia, and who, until his death 
in December of 1978, was a 
maintenance supervisor at 
Dixon Plywood in River Falls. 
Jewel volunteered for World 
War Il, but was too young, so 
his parents had to sign for him 
to go. He fought with the 4th 
Engineers, and out of his 
whole company, only he and 
two of his comrades lived to 
return home. There was no 
vet in town, and Mr. Padgett 
would doctor animals, a prac- 
tice at which he was very 
skilled. 

Mrs. Padgett is employed 
by Alatex in Andalusia. They 
had four children - a son, 
Harry James, who died when 
an infant; Mrs. John (Gail) 
Wesley, who is employed with 
a bank, who is the mother of 
Lana & Chris;and whose hus- 
band works with a construction 
company; Becky Padgett, a 
teacher at Straughan Elemen- 
tary; and Mrs. Mike (Tina) 
Partridge of Mobile, who is in 
her last year of college at the 
University of South Alabama, 
and whose husband is a phar- 
macist in Mobile. 


Lenwood, who resides in 
Elba and is employed By 
Dorsey's, and is married to the 
former Montine Smith of Elba. 
She works at Alatex in Enter- 
prise and they have one daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Larry (Linda) Greer 
of Slocomb; she works at Dale 
Sporting Goods and her hus- 
band is an employee of Flo- 
wers Feed and Farm Center in 
Dothan.

Miss Ora Lee speaks fondly 
the “‘corn-shellin’s’’ 
and ‘‘peanut shellin’s’’ they 
used to have, and the good 
time enjoyed by all there; and 
her specialty, popcorn balls, 
which she’d make and pass 
around to those present at the 
“‘shellin’s.’’ She also shared 
with us about ‘‘calling’’ at 
Square dances, When the 
caller got tired, Miss Ora Lee 
would ‘‘spell’’ him! 


During our visit with her, 
Miss Ora Lee chuckled and 
speculated, “If all the kids 
coming on nowadays had to 
live and work like I did, there 
would not be enough caskets 
in Coffee County to hold 
them!!’’ That is probably a 
very true, but sad, commentary 
on us younger folks today! 


She is a member of the 
First Baptist Church. When 
asked if there was anything 
roe she wanted us to print, 
she replied, ‘‘Just tell every- 
body to pray for me.” Her 
‘roomie’ is ‘‘Miss’’ Beatrice 
Brooks, a sweetheart of a lady. 


According to Martha Jean, 
*‘Mama was very strict - a 
tough disciplinarian. She 
switched our legs good - she 
and Daddy both. All it took 
was ONE LOOK!” 


In closing, two amusing 
incidents in the life of Miss 
Ora Lee -- one day she was 
chopping cotton, and she sat 
Jewel and Len on the ground 
under a peach tree shade, and 
as she got to the end of the 
row, she looked back and there 
was Jewel - just a-throwin’ 
cotton balls at Len, and Len 
began screaming at the top of 
his lungs. Thinking Jewel was 
up to mischief, she ran back to 
where they were, and to her 
horror, discovered that she had 
sat Len on a bumble bee nest, 
and they were all over him. 
Jewel was ‘‘helping’’ to get rid 
of them by bombarding them 
with cotton ball missiles! 


She remembers going to 
church one time; and a long 
time ago, before air Condition- 
ing, when everyone fanned 
with a paper fan on a wooden 
stick, courtesey of the local 
funeral home, or fanned with 
ANYTHING they could get, the 
women would sit on the end of 
the pews (benches) and their 
children would lie or sit (de- 
pending on the age of the.

MANURE 

We have an excellent fact 
Sheet on the value of livestock 
and poultry manure. This 
four-page leaflet gives detailed 
information on determining 
how much manure should be 
applied to an acre of land and 
on the pounds of fertilizer 


nutrients in manure. The’ 


amount of nitrogen, potash and 
other elements is also given. 

This leaflet will be especial- 
ly valuable to peanut, soybean 
and corn producers because of 
the availability of poultry ma- 
nure in this county. Of course, 
it is also of great interest to 
broiler and hatching egg pro- 
ducers in the county. If you 
would like to have a copy of 
this valuable publication, come 
to see us at the County 
Extension Office, or call 
894-5596, and we will send you 
a copy. 


FIRE BLIGHT 

A large number of folks in 
the county have pear trees 
which were affected with fire 
blight this spring and summer. 

The most effective method 
of treating a diseased pear tree 
is by removal of the affected 
branches. Cut out all diseased 
branches and limbs and burn. 
In cutting the diseased limbs 
off, make your cut 6 - 10 
inches below the affected area. 
In other words, clip the limb 
back on the healthy part. 

You must disinfect your 
pruning shears between each 
cut, Use one part of chlorine 
bleach to 9 parts of water. Dip 
your shears in this between 
each cutting. 


PECAN SITE 

Pecans which grow in their 
native environment are found 
in deep soils along river and 
creek beds. This type of soil 
permits roots to penetrate to 
the deeper soil layers. If 
possible, this should be con- 
sidered when selecting and 
preparing a site for new plant- 
ings. However, pecans are 
adapted to a wide variety of 


soils in Coffee County. You 


will get better results, though, 
on fertile, well-drained, sandy,

Legislature Passes Bills Affecting 


Conservation 


The recently concluded ses- 
sion of the State Legislature 
passed several! bills relating to 
conservation. Listed below is a 
brief synopsis of some bills and 
what they mean to Alabama 
sportsmen. 

Senate Bill 164 provides 
that owners of previously regis- 
tered boats may re-register 
their boats at the Judge of 
Probate of License Commis- 
sioner in their home county. 

Prior to this bill being 
enacted into law, registrations 
of previously registered boats 
were handled through the Ma- 
rine Police Division headquar- 
ters in Montgomery. 

However, registration of 
new boats, transfers of owner- 
ship and the licensing of ma- 
rine dealers and livery oper- 
ators will still be handled 
through the Marine Police Div- 
ision headquarters in Mont- 
gomery. 

Application blanks for all 
these transactions may be ob- 
tained from the Judge of 
Probate Office, marine dealers 
or any marine police officer. 


House Bill 296 provides 
that a state stamp, in addition 
to a federal stamp shall be 
required of all migratory water- 
fowl (duck) hunters. The price 
of the state stamp is $5 and 
the cost of the federal stamp 
will be $7.50. 

The stated purpose of the 


state duck hunting stamp is to 
provide for the procurement, 
development, restoration, 
maintenance or preservation of 
wetlands for waterfowl habitat 
and for public waterfowl! hunt- 
ing areas. 

House Bill 23S provides 
that any motor vehicle, gun, 
rifle, ammunition or hunting 
equipment used in the illegal 
night-time hunting of deer will 
be considered contraband. 
Such items when so used will 
be subject to condemnation 
and sale. 

Senate Bill 461 provides 
that it is unlawful and a 
nuisance for anyone to use a 
spotlight from motor vehicle to 
look for game between the 
hours of 10 p.m. and daylight. 

Senate Bill 165 raises the 
fine for illegally selling game 
birds or game animals to a 
minimum of $250 and a mazi-
